ECONOMIC SITUATION IN TAMIL NADU, 


Rainfall,~-The north-east monsoon had set in Tamil Nadu on 24th October 1978 with a delay 
of a weeks time. In the first week of October 78 there was isolated rainfall and dry weather pre- 
vailed in most partsofthe State. Fairly widespred rain cccured during the third weekof Octc ber. 
Though the rainfall was deficient in October 78 the water supply from the most of the reservcirs 
of Tamil Nadu was adequate for agricultural operations. 


The north-east monsoon was very active during the first week of November dre to the low 
pressure that formed in the Bay of Bengal which was centred at 370 km. east-scuth-west cf Naga- 
pattinam on 3rd November and it moved northwards to Cuddalore. Unceer its irfluerce there 
was heavy rainfall throughout Tamil Nadu with an excepticrally very heavy rainfallin Cuedalcre 
and in many places of Thanjavur districts, 


On November 24th a cyclonic stc1m with a speed cf 120 km. to 140 km. per Fer Jaskcd 
Mandapam, During the month of December there was heavy rainfall throughout Tamil Nadu, 
Thrice curing this month @ low pressure area persisted over the south-west Bay of Bengal along 
Tamil Nadu coast. There was widespread rainfajlin ccastal Tamil Nadu and scattered rainfall 
in interior Tamil Nadu. 


Water Supply.—During the quarter the water supply was reported to be more tran adequate 
= all ube rae icts aS heavy rain lashed most partsofthe State. Allthe tanksin Tamil Nacu were 
almost full, 


WaterLevel.—The water levelin the reserveirs of Papanasam, Manimuthar and Amaravath! 
showed anincreasingtrend, The water levelin Periyar declined in October but increased theres 
after, There were minor fluctuations inthe water levelsofotherreservcirs, Attheerd cf Decem- 
ber 1978, all the reservoirs were full, except Periyar, Pechipparai, Standeley and Perurchani 
reservoirs where the water level declined. 


Crop Prospects,—The north-east monsoon which extends frcm Octcker to Decemter wes 
active during the quarter particularly in November and December 1978, The intensity of the 
showers varied from time to time and the north-east monscon was at its peek during the end cf 
December fetching copious supply of water to almost all irrigation tarks and reserveirs. 


The cceurance of two successive cyclonic stcrms though helpful in augmentirg water fcr 
irrlgational requirements, was harmful to a limited extent affecting the harvest of Kuruvai Peedy 
in the State. ~ 


Out of a total of 3,67 lakh acres under Kuruvai Paddy in Thanjavur district 2.22 lxkh acres 
only were harvested before the cyclone and the yield rate in the remaining areas was reperted to 
have decreased by 10 per cent mainly due to inundation of paddy fields reacy fcr hat Vest, 


A total extent of 1,73 lakh acres of paddy in Thanjavur district ec mprisirg 27,(CO ecres 
under Kuruvai 1 ,31,000 acres under Samba and. 15,C00 acres under Thalacdy were sutmerged in 
water. But asthe water receded quickly damage to the crops was negligible. 


The harvest of Groundnut in Chengalpattu and parts of Ncith Arcct, Dhammapvri ard 
Coimbatore was also affected due to incessant rains. : 


About one lakh acres of standing crops were partly affected by the tcrrential rains j 
districts of South Arcot, Pudukkottai and Kanniyakumari. saa 


The rains however, was beneficial to the standing cropsin Nerth Arcot, Mecurai ard Titurg-. 
veli district ; 


In general the crop prospects during the year especially in later part of khariff seas i 
Rabi would be much more brighter than anticipated. ep anean 


Agriculture.—The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu acccrding to village papers was 
18.0 million hectares in 1976-77, Out of which the ret area sown acccunted fcr 3.0 Million 
hectares the area cultivable but not cultivated showed 2.7 million hectares, and the urcult ivable 
land was 4,8 million hectares, Out of the 6.0 million hectares of the ret areca scwn 2.8 Million 
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hectares or about 38.8 percent was irrigated. The area sown more than once was J.1 million 
hectares of which 0.7 million hectares or about 58,9 percent was irrigated. 


Index numbers of agricultural economy,—The provisional index numbers of area under crops 
yield production, cropping intensity, cropping pattern and productivity per hectare for 1977~ 
i hasincreased by 8.2, 12.8, 24.6,8,2, 0.3 and 24.6 points respectively when comapred with 
1976-77 


Electricity. —Daring the Quarter ended December 1978, the generation of electricity was 
1,666 million units as agathst 1,852 million units during the previous quarter. 


The total consumption of electricity increased from 2,071 million units during the quarter 
ended June 1978 to 2172 millton units during the quarter ended September 1978. 


Handlooms.—Yhe production of handloom cloth in Tamil Nadu during the quarter ended 
September 1978 has been estimated at 151, 465,000 metres as against 150,487,000 metres for the 
previous quarter. While the total production of all varieties of handloom cloth has increased by 
0°65 pet cent. 


Toint Stock companies.—During the quarter ended December 1978, 5 public companies 
and 66 private companies were newly registered as against 6 public companies and 172 private 
companies during the previous quarter. 


The total authorissd capital of newly registered public and private companies during the 
quarter ended December 1978 was 498-04 lakhs as against 725-64 lakhs during the previous quarter. 


During the quarter under revicue 2 Companies Went into liquidation as against 4 companies 
during the previous quarter, 


Transport.—During the quarter ended September 1978, the total number of newly registered 
motor vehicles in Tamil Nadu was 8,009 as against 7,082 during the previous quaiter showing 
an increase in the number of registrations. 


Employmznt. The ‘otal number of employment seekers on the live Register of Employment 
Exchanges at the ent of quarter ended December 1978 increased by 0:7 percent, compared with 
the previous quarter. The number of persons registered in the Exchanges during this quarter 
decreased by 27°8 per cent compared with the previous quarter, The placements made through 
the exchanges during this quarter increased by 11 per cent compared with the previous quarter. 


Area and yield of Coconut and Arecanut in Tamil Nadu.—The estimated production of coconut 
was 1,035°49 miilion nuts during 1977-78 showing a fall of 425 per cent when compared with the 
previous year. The fall was mainly due to the damage caused by cyclone and floodsin November 
1977, The estimated production of cured arecanut was 2,590 tonnes recording an increase of 


1:56 per cent. 


Marine Fisheries. —The marine fish landings by non-mechanised boats onthe coast line of 
Tamil Nadu for the quarter ended 31st December 1978 is provisionally estimated at 18,170 tonnes 
as aga nst 25,460 tonnes for the previous quarter. 


Indastries. —tndus‘rial Pro tuct‘on ‘n Tam'] Nadu reg stered an increase of 4°7 percent dur‘ng 
the quarter ended September 1978 as the General Index rose from 158-9 percent in the quarter 
ended June 1978 to 166°4 parcent in the quarter ended September 1978. The increase in the 
General {a tex wish» oes sit of substantial improvement ‘nthe two major sector of Manufacturing 
and Elzctricity which reported increase of 3°7 per cent and 11°3 per cent respectively. 


Thetise duringthe quarter under review was brought outby the substantia! increase in output 
observed in respect of Refined Oi', Rai'way Wagons, Printing Paper, Tyres (all types), Tubes 
(all types), and Bicycles under Manufacturing Sector. 


Significant decreases in production were noticed in respect of Sugar (Refined), Tea (Processed), 
Coffee (Cured) and Earth Moving Machinery. 


Index Numer of Wholesale Pricesin Tamil Nadu (Base + Prices on 2st August 1939—100).— 
During the quarter ended December 1978, the index number of who'esa'e prices of foodgrains, 
comme. cia! products and composite index advanced by 2.8 peicent, 3°8 percent and by 3°4 percent 


respectively. 
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Consumer Price Iydex Numbers (Basic - 1960 100).—During the quarter ended December 
1978, the Consumer Price Index Numbers advanced in a"! the centres, viz., Madras. Cudda'oie, 
Tiruchirapa', Maduiai, Coimbatore, Nagerccil and Coonoor. 


Rural Price Index Numbers (Bate : Year ended June 1971-—-100).—Duting the quarter ended 
December 1978 the index number of Rural prices advanced in Puliyur, Agram, Thu'ayanatham 
Kinathukadavu, Guduvancheri and Kunnathur, whi'e the index dec'ined at Gokilapuram. The 
index remained unalteied at Briody when compaicd with the end of the previou. quarter. 


Consumer price index number for urbannonmanual employees (Base 1960=100).—Consume? 
price index number for urban-non-manual employees appreciated in Madurai and Tiruchira- 
ppalli while it remained unchanged at Madras when compared with the end of the previous 
quarter (i.e), June—1978. 


Index numbers of wholesale prices of food-grains and commercial products in Tamil Nadu 
(Base Prices on 21st August 1939:-100).--During the quarter ended December 1978, the 
index number of wholesale prices of foodgrains, and commercial products appreciated. As 
compared with the index for September 197%, the index number of wholesale prices of food 
grains increased by 44 points from 1597 in September 1978 to 1641 in December 1978 or by 2-8 
per cent owing fo an increase in the prices of rice | and II sorts samba wheat, cholamand cumbu. 


The index number of wholesale prices of commercial products too moved up by 101 points 
from 2692 in September 1978 to 2793 in December 1978 or by 3:8 per cent. Higher prices of 
chillies, cane jaggery, palm jaggery, gingelly seed, coconuts, gingelly oil, groundnutoil, cotton 
seed, tobacco, tanned cow-hides, tanned goat skins and tanned sheep skins contributed for the 
upward trend in the index. 


Minor Crops.—The total area for the districts covered under onion was 14,534 hectares,under 
chillies was 59,422 hectares under potato (winter and summer) combined was 11,057 hectares 
and under tapioca was 34,540 hectares in 1976-77. 


The estimated production of onion was 125,490 tonnes, chillies was 1,13,910 tonnes, potato 
( winter and summer) combined was 1,31,050 tonnes and tapioca was 8,11,760 tonnes in 1976-77. 


Trade.—The total volume of foreign imports and apts through the ports in Tamil Nadu 
during the quarter ended 30th September 1978 was of the order of Rs: 350°52 crores of which 
exports accounted for Rs. [55:10 crores and imports were Rs. 195-42 crores. 


When compared with the corresponding quarter of tne previous year, the imports 
increased by 28°8 per cent whereas the exports showed a nominal increase of 3-7 per cent only.

UNEMPLOYMENT AMONG SCIENTISTS IN. TAMIL NADU. 


Introduction. — The scientific and technical manpower is an important segment of human: 
resources, the development of which is essential for the progress of the nation. The scientists. 
who are so indispensable for the Nations developmental planning are also confronted with the 
problem of unemployment and under employment. This study aims at revealing the causes. 
of unemployment among highly educated scientific and technical personne! and the problems 
associated with it. 


Definition of the term scientists.—The post-graduates in the faculty of science and graduates 
in agriculture, medicine, engineering and veterinary have been considered as scientists for 
the purpose of this study. 


Unemployment of scientists. The number on the Live-Register js often taken to represent 
the unemployed component of the labour force, in the ahsence of any other source for such 
data. But the Employmert Exchange data in subject to the limitations viz. (1) under registration 
of the unemployed and (ii) registration of those, who are already employed. 


These figures have however to be suitably connected to arrive at the estimates of un- 
employment. The number of scientists in Tamil Nadu who sought cmployment through Employ-- 
ment Exchange cevealed that as much as 7,300 scientists remained unemployed in Tamil Nadu 
during the year 1976, while as much as 4,500 scientific and technical persons were estimated to be 
unemployed in our country. That is about 16 percent of the total unemployed scientists were 
in Tamil Nadu. The unemployment situation in Tamil Nadu as indicated by the number of 
job seekers per million population, shows that the position has worsened as between 1964 and 
1971. The number of unemployed scientists per million increased from 21 (in 1964) to 302 (in 
1971)in Tamil Nadu. 


Post-graduates in Science.—Post-graduates in science formed the bulk of the unemployed 
constituting about 44 percent, while engineering graduates constituted 35 percent, medicine. 
16 per cent and remaining 5 percent represented the agricultural and veterinary science graduates. 
These were as much as 3,703 post-graduates in science subjects who alone constituted 44 percent 
of the unemployed among scientists, during the year 1977. It may also be observed that un- 
employment sitution of post-graduate scientist has more than doubled in the year 1977 compared 
to the position that prevailed during the year 1972. It would thus appear that the problem of 
unemployment among scientists has assumed alarming proportions and the incidence of un- 
employment being more among post-graduate in science than in other categories. 


According to the Live-Register figures, the number of unemployed agriculture! greduates 
in Tamil Nadu is well below SO till the year 1975. There was a sudden increase in the number 
of unemployed agricultural graduates to 196 in the year 1976 and 286 in 1977. The scientific 
manpower required for the development of agriculture is very essential as this sector constitutes. 
more than 50 percent of the State Income. The unemployment of engincering graduates in Tamil 
Nadu has recorded the highest figure of 2,960 in the year 1977. Though, the problem of un- 
employment among the engineering persons has been brought under control by restricting the 
level of in-take in colleges, the economy does not seem to have been fully geared up to absorb 
the bulk of the unemployed engineering personnel, 


In the case of medical graduates, it is only the profession among the highly educated scientific 
rsonnel, Where self-employment is significant. I¢ can therefore be reasonably assumed that 
most of the Doctors borne on the Live-Register are self-employed and have registered their names. 
for better prospects. The number of unemployed medical graduates, which stood at 154 in 1971, 
has shot upto 1,358 in 1977 an all time high. It is highly paradoxical that the number of the 
Live-Register is increasing by leaps and bounds from year to year, while vast majority of population 
in the rural areas are deprived of the bare minimum medical facilities. The problem of un- 
employment amiong the veterinary science graduates is not so severe as to cause anxiety upto 
1974. There were only 10 veterinary science graduates on the Live-Registzr as op 31st December 
1974. There was more than cent per cent increase during 1975, when compared to the previous 
years (1974) figure. The employment situation of veterinary science graduates got still more 
worsened during the year 1976, in as much as 94 veterinary science graduates were on the Live- 
Register, which was nearly 5 times when compared to previous year’s figure. 
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Placement of Scientists—The registration of unemployed scientists which remained at a 
low ebb during the beginning seventies, registered a marked increase over the period. But the 
placements effected have not shown corresponding increase and the increase if any is only nominal 
Consequently the number on the Live-Register has shot up and multiplied itself many times 
during the years. 


The employment potential of the scientists is on the increase. The number of Agricultural 
graduates which stood at 2528, has increased over the years and reached to 3,137 in 1976. The 
number of Engineers employed rose from 16,879 in 1971 to 23,080 in 1976, medical graduates also 
rose from 10,339 in 1971 to 13,627 in 1976 and that of veterinary science graduates from 1,253 in 
1971 to 1,790 in 1976. 


The supply of educated manpower is determined by outturn from the educational institutions, 
which in turn is dependent on the intake, that is enrolment of students. The declining trerd 
in supply is caused mainly by the reducing trend in out-turn of Engineering and Veterinary science 
graduates. This is mainly due to the policy of the Government to restrict the intake of the 
iene to these courses of study-as the economy is not able to absorb all the personnel of these 

aculties. 


The estimated stock of Agricultural science graduates as worked out by this department 
is 5,205 in 1977-78. The stock at 5,205 in 1977-78 is expected to reach 6,563 in 1983-84 an increase 
of nearly 25 percent. The stock of Engineering graduates, which is about 26,982 in 1977-78 is 
expected to increase to 35,148 in 1983-84 constituting an increase of 34 per cent. The stock of 
allopathic Doctors is estimated to be 15,514 in 1977-78 and this trend is expected to reach a 20,000 
mark in 1983-84. The stock by veterinary science graduates which stood at 1957 in 1977-78 
4s expected to grow to 2,017 by the cnd of 1978-79 and would reach a figure of 2,328 by the end 
of the sixth plan (i.c.) in 1983-84.

1. CLIMATE AND RAINFALL, 
RAINFALL. 


The North-Gast monsoon had set in Tamil Nadu on 24th October witha delay of a week 
time. In the first week of October there was isolated rainfall and dry weather prevaliedi n 
most parts of the State. Fairly widespread rain occurred during the third’ week of October. 
Though the rainfall was deficient in October the water-supply from the most of the reservoirs 
o; Tami! Nadu was adequate for agricultura} operations. 


The North-East monsoon was very active during the first week of November due to the 
pressure that formed in the Bay of Bengal which was centred at 370 km eaSt-south-west of Na ga- 
pattinam on 3rd November and it row moved northwards to Cuddalore. Under its influence, 
there was heavy rainfall.throughout Tamil Nadu with an exceptionally very heavy rainfall in 
Cuddalore and in many places of Thanjavur district. 


On November 24tha cyclonic storm with a speed of 120 km. to 140 km per hour lashed Man. 
dapam. Vehicular traffic in the Nilgiris has been disrupted owing io the filing of trecs Following 
heavy rain. Power supply has been cut by falling tress. _Municpa] market in coonoor was. 
washed away and extensive damage to property and standing crops was caused by flash floods 
following torrential rain in the hill station on 26th November 1978. 


Heavy landslips at a number of places between Coonoor and Mettupzlayam occured and though 
‘communication was interrupted. Tamil Nadu Government has estimated the dameges to 
public and private properties on account of flood and landslips in the State in the first wask -of 
November 1978 at Rs. 25 crores, 


Duting the month of December there was heavy rainfall throughout Tsmil Nedu. Thrice 
during this month, a low pressure area persisted over the South-west Bay of Bengal along Tamil 
Nadu coast. There was widespread rainfall in coasta] Tamil Nadu and scattered rainfall ir in- 
terior Tamil Nadu. Nilgiris and Kanniyakumari districts have recorded about 100 per cent of 
excess rainfall in the cutrent North-East monsoon season, Coimbatore, Selem and part 
of Tiruchirappalli and Thanjavur districts have had 40 per cent to 50 per cent excess rainfell dur- 
ing the season, The low pressure area moved westwards and lay on the 24th morning over the 
extreme south west Bay of Bengal and adjoining land area of Srilank: with its through extending 
north east to Tami] Naduand Andhra coasts, ‘Under its influence the North-East monsoep has 

33a vigsrous over coastal Tamil Nadu.. Madras and suburbs were lashed by heavy rain. 
from 25th December . Many thoroughfares were flooded and consequently vehicular ‘traffic 
was dislocated. M.dras recorded the heaviest rainfall of 20cm. The figure was the heaviest for 
the month of December in the past 17 years the previous record was 15:7cm on December 9, 
1967. 


Madras received about 61 per cent of the normal monsoon rainféll during the lest week of 
Decembsr alone. Madras and Chengalpattu districts touched the peak after 1946, 


The incessant rain in Madras inundated several slums and localities and rendered homeless 
atleast 50,000 people, power supply was disrupted dueto heavy rain, The rein during the month 
of December has brought copious inflows into the reservoirs of the city’s we ter-supply, as the 
water in Adyar river started rising appreciably. The water level in the chembarambakksm ake 
in Chengalpittu district, one of the biggest in Tamil Nadu with a spreed of 26 sq. km. hed stea- 
dily risen. P.W.D. auhtorities released several cuses of water from Chembarambakkem fake 1 
the water in the lake had been surplussing. 


In Thanjavur district breaches had occurred in 21 channles about 100 vill ges were inwndated 
and 2,386 huts dimaged. Szveral acres of crops were submerged. 


But for these calamities, the monsoon had brought copious supply of water to the Mydel 
reservoirs improving the powersupply position,

49°4 per cent are females, 28,734,334 persons or 69°7 per cent of the population are in rural. 
areas and the remaining 12,464,834 persons or 30°3 per cent are urban areas, 


Of the total population, 14,741,967 persons (35°8 per cent) are classified as workers and. 
26,457,201 persons (64°2 per cent) as non-workers, Among the workers 11,667,065 (79°1 per 
cent) are mules and 3,074,902 (20°9 per cent) are females, 


Literates form 39°5 per cent of the total population(16,256,393 persons) 28 against 31'4 per 
cent in 1961, Madras city has the highest percentage of literacy, viz., 62°01 while Dharmapuri: 
district has the lowest -percenta ge, viz.,22°3. 


According to census 1971, the density of population in Tami] Nadu works out to 317 per. 
sq.km. Madras city has the highest density of population viz., 19,293 while Dharmapuri district 
hasthe lowest density of population, viz., 174.

MI. AGRICULTURE. 


Land Utilisation.—The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu according to village papers 
was 13.0 million hectares in 1976-77. Out of which the net area sown accounted for 6:0 million 
hectares the area cultivable but not cultivated showed 2:7 million hectares and the uncultivale 
land was 4.3 million hectares. Out of the 6.0 million hectares of the net area sown, 2°3 million 
hectares or about 30.8 per cent wasirrigated. The area sown more than once was 1'1 million 
hectares of which 0°7 million hectares or about 58.9 per cent was irrigated. 


Out of 2.7 million hectares of totalarea cultivable but not cultivated, 1°4 million hectares 
or 52°1 per cent was under current fallows and the remaining 47.9 per cent was under other non- 
cultivated lands excluding current fallows. The extent of area under uncultivable land was 4-3 
million hectares comparising 2:0 million hectares (46°8 per cent) of forest land and 2°3 million 
hectares (53:2 per cent) of other uncultivable area including land put to non-agricultural uses.

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Iv. CROP PROSPECTS. 


The North East Monsoon which extends from October to December was active during the 
quarter particularly in November and December 19/8 ‘The intensity of the Showers at varied 
from time to time and the North East monsoon was at its peak during the end of bccembe- fet- 
ching -oplcus suppiy of water to almcst allirrigation tanks and Reservoirs. 


_ The occurence of two successive cyclonic storms though helpful in augmenting water for 
ircigational requirements, was harmful to limited extent affecting the harvest of Kuruvai Paddy 
in the State. 


Out of a total of 3°67 lakh acres under Kuruvai Paddy in Thanjavur district 2°22 lakh acres 
only were harvested before the cyclone and the yield rate in the remaining acres was reported to 
have decreased by 10 per cent mainly due to inundation of Paddy fields ready for harvest. 


A total extent of 1°73 lakh acres of paddy in Thanjavur district comprising 27,000 acres under 
Kuruvai 1,31,000 acres under Samba and 15,000 acres under Thalady were Submerged in water. 
But as the water receded quickly damage to the crops was negligible. 


The harvest of Groundnut in Chengalpattu, and parts of North Arcot, Dharmapuri and 
Coimbatore was also affected duc to incessant rains, 


About one lakh acres of standing crops were partly affected by the torrentic! rains in the 
districts of South Arcot ,Pudukkottai and Kanniyakumari. 


The rains however, was beneficial to the standing crops in North Arcot, Madurai and Tiru- 
nelveli districts. 


The North Est monsoon had revived with added force in the last weeks of December and 
caused flood havocs in certain parts of the State. But the coin is not without the otherside, The 
Strong, sturdy incessant rains brought copious supply of water to all the irrigation tanks, and 
all the reservoirs were full or nearful. 


Another, important feature of the extended monsoonic benefit was that it changed the adverse 
situation in the listricts of North Arcot, Pudukkottai, Dharmapuriand especially in Ramanatha 
puram and Tirunelveli which were in the grip of inadequate irrigational facilities during the early 
period of December and it also brightened the prospects of ali crops in genera] and cotton in 
particular in the traditionally drought prone regions of Ramanathapuram and Tirunelveli. 


_ _ In general the crop prospects during the year especially in later part of Khariff season and 
in Rabi would be much more brighter than anticipated.

RESULTS Or ANNUAL SURVEY OF INDUSTRIES. 


Annual Survey of Industries is conducted by National Sample Survey Organisation, Govern- 
ment of India under the collection of Statistics Act 1953 and collection of Statistics (Central) 
Rules 1959, 


The factories registered under Section 2 m (i) and 2 m (ii) of the Factory Act 1948, and the 
Beedi Establishments ate covered by the Survey. 


The Survey is covered under two patts, viz. Census and Non-Census. Factories employing 
30 or more workers using Power and 100 or more workers not using power are covered under the 
Census Sector. Factories employing 10 to 49 workers using power to 20 to 99 workers not using 
pe-ver are Covered under Non-Census Sector. The Survey excludes from its purview, the units 
engaged in defence produstion, storage and distribution of oils restaurants and services, technical 
institutions not producing anything for sale or exchange eventhough they are registered as factories 
under the Factories Act 1948. A copy of the return for each factory collected by the National 
Sample Survey Organisation is received by this Department for the purpose of analysing the results. 
for the use of State Government. 


The Survey for the year 1975-76 is the latest for which results are available and the same has 
been given in this issue.

VI. HANDLOOMS. 


Production af Handloom Cloth.—-The production of handloom clothin Tamil Nadu during the 
quarter ended September 1978 has been estimated at 151,465,000 metres as against 150,487,000 
metres for the previous quarter. While the total production of all varieties of handloom cloth 
a7 increased by 0°65 per cent the individual varieties have increased at different rates as shown

A close analysis of the production of handloom cloth during the previous three quarters, 
has revealed that the industry is steadily progressing overcoming all the natural galamities 
encountered last year. 


Among the different varieties of cloth produced, saree alone has accounted for 27°11 per cent 
while towels, dhoties and lungies constituted 17°52 per cent, 17:26 per cent and 13°30 per cent 
respectively. The remaining 24°81 percent of production was shared by shirting, bed spread, 
carpet, gada, etc. 


Out of the total production, cotton fabrics along has accounted for 87°83 per cent followed by 
mixture, art-silk and silk. fabrics which accounted for 5°73 per cent, 5-71 per cent and 0°73 per 
cent respectively. Despite a slight increase in the price of yarn and dyeing materials, there was 
no abnormalities in the supply. 


The average monthly sale of handloom goodsto the total available stock in Tamil Nadu during 
the quartet under review in respect of co-operative fold was 36°17 per cent while for outside ¢co- 
operative fold it was 45°06 per cent.

StaTe INCOME OF TAMIL NADU, 


AgGording to the Quick Es:imates, the State Ince me cf.T; mil Riau forthe var 1977-78 
(at 1970-71 prices) shows an increase of 10°2 per cent over the Prgylous yeat. Per-chpita incc me 
in real terms has increased by 8°5 per cent. Duting 1976-77, the S'ate Income at Constant. Prives 
increased by0°5 per cent and per capita income fell by 0°9 per cent. 


The Net State Domesi ic Product forthe year 1977-78 is estimated at Rs. 2,978'26 crores 
(at 1970-71 prices) and be api Income gt Rs. 657. The corresponding estimates for 1976-77 
were Rs. 2,691 crores and RS. 612 respectively. 


The impressive risein State Income during 1977-78 was mainly due to the gocd perfcrmance 
of Agriculture sector. The production of food grains went up by about 28 per cent during 1977-78 
from 63°36 lakh tonnes in 1976-77 to 80°99 lakh tonnes in 1977-78. Production of Groundnut 
(with shell) went up by about 41 per cent, Sugarcane by 121 per cent and. Cotton Kapas by 23 per 
cont duting 1977-78. Asa result, the income from Agriculture sector increased by abcut 15 per 
cent. 


BeSides this, there was an increase in the Industrial Production (Manufacturing) in Tamil 
Naduasevidenced byt he upward trendinthei ndex number ofindustrial production (Manufactur- 
ing) from 137to 143 duringthe years under review leading to a rise inincome from industrial sec‘ or 
by about 6 per cent in 1977 -78 over the previous year. 


Many other, sectors registered increase during 1977-78, the outstanding zmongthem being 
Electricity, Gas and Water Supply (12.9 per cent), Trade, Hctels and Restaurants (12.1 per cent), 
Banking and Insurance (10°! per cent), Public Administraticn (11'6 rer cent) and ..ailways (20°4 
per cent), 


Of the three sectors, the contribution cf the primary sector increased by 14°4 per cent over 
the previous year, whereas the increase recorded by the secondary sector was 6'4 per cent. The 
teritory sectors contribution rose up by 8°7 per cent. 


At current prices the Net State Domestic Product in 1977-78 stood at Rs. 4,669°90 crores 
with a per Capita income of Rs. 1,031. The corresponding estimates for 1976-77 were Rs. 4,241°J6 
crores and RS. 950 respectively.
